MISS1XC FROM SMYRNA 


WASHINGTON, Sept 
14.—Four- 
teen Americans are missing in the 
flre-swept sections of the 
city of 
Smvrna. the state department was ad- 
I'.sed tonight in a cablegram from 
Rear Admiral Bristol, acting- Amer- 
ican commissioner at Constantinople. 
Admiral Bristol said his informa- 
tion came from Captain Arthur J 
Hepburn, chief of staff of the Ameri- 
can destroyer fleet at Smyrna who re- 
ported that the fire, starting about 
one o'clock Wednesday afternoon in 
the Armenian quarter, had practically 
obliterated the entire European quar- 
ter of the city and still was raging 
The missing Americans were all 
naturalized citizens, the. dispatch said, 
adding that all native Americans hai 
bee,n accounted for. 


All warships of the various power* 
in the port of Smyrna are crowded 
with refugees.

That instrument Is, auto-sugges- 
tion, which makes one ill when one is 
not, or worse when one is ill.

can produce so much ill unconscious- 
ly, it can when used consciously not 
only repair the ill It has caused, but 
determine the cure of affections and 
lesions against which ordinary pro- 
cesses have failed. 
My method is based on these two 
principles: 
1. Every mental idea can become 
a possible realty. 
The idea of in- 
somrua creates insomnia, the idea of 
sleep determines sleep. It is enough 
to think one is deaf, J^md or paraly- 
tic to becjupe so, u./'\' it is in these 
cases that so-called miracles ate pro- 
duced. 


2. It is not the Will but the Imag- 
ination which is man's first faculty. 
In fact, each time there is conflict 
between Will and Imagination 
the 
imagination 
always wins, and 
in 
thoB0 cases not only do we not do 
what we wish, but even the exact 
contrary; the more we try to sleep, 
the more over-excited we become; 
the more we search for the name of 
a person We think we have forgotten,' 
the more it escapes us; the more we 
wish to suppress wild laughter, the 
more it bursts out; th,, more the cy- 
cling beginner tries to aavOid an ob- 
stacle, the straighter he makes for it. 
In all these cases the mental state is, 
I wish to sleep, but I cannot, I wish 
to prevent myself laughing, but I 
cannot; I wish to avoid the obstacle, 
but I cannot. 
It is. then, not to tha will that we 
must go but to the Imagination—the 
conscious 
or 
unconscious 
being1, 
whatever one calls it, which directs 
us both morally and physically 
If, 
then, we learn how to guide our own 
unconscious guide, we shall end by 
guiding ourselves. 
After -giving these explanations, I 
give them certain experiences for the 
purpose of making them feel that

"What struck me most during my 
recent .visit was the unanimity- that 
whatever the physical and social- re- 
sults of prohibition. It had done in- 
calculable gobd by smashing and 
eliminating from public life the drink 
caucus. In England the drink trade 
organization with its wealth and ram- 
iflcatitins is a real menace to clean 
public life." 
To Americans it might seem'that 
the proposition that local option 
should be granted to communities to 
enact such liquor 
regulations as 
might be'desired Is^not:even suscep- 
tible of argument. In England it is 
•looked upon as revolutionary. Lady 
Astor has 'challenged the strongest 
force In British politics—save one. 
The moral force of the Nation is with 
country like England many areas her and in the end will win.

TOP ODD MTSECM 


AVALOX. Cal.. Sept. 14.—Two hun- 


dred feet above the Pacific ocean and 
overlooking Avalon. on Catalina Is- 
land. Ralph Glidden—of the staff of 
the Museum of the American Indian. 
George G. Heve Foundation, In New 
York—will erect a unique museum of 
his own that should prove.one of the 
wonders of the modern world. Mr. 
Glidden is an archeologtcal author- 
ity on the famous Channel Island*, 


" in whose ancient history 'there to a 
steadily increasing interest1. 
Instead of a tower to .crown it, the 
Glidden museum will be capped by a 
gigantic skull. 1C feet wide. 11 feet 
high and 24 eet through. 
For his 
model. Mr. Glidden is 
taking 
the 
skull of an Indian chief which he 
unearthed recently on San Nicolas Is- 
land, just out beyond Catalina. The 
enlargement will follow its dimen- 
sions proportionately. 
The museum will be an imposing 
rtructure of solid, masonry, thirty by 
forty feet. 
The skull featuring the 
axterior will serve as an index to 
the contents of the building. 
The 


eye-sockets will be five feet In dia- 
meter, equipped with powerful elec- 
tric lamps, the lights of which 
be visible far out at sea. 


The nose-bridge will also be fitted 
up with additional illumination, as 
well as the lower jaw. The effect of 
the latter will be designed so as to 
show up the teeth, which were one of 
the notable features of the aborigi- 
nees- The whole thing will be such 
that no one ever seeing it 'can forget 
Mr. Qlidden's museum. If men ever 
grew large enough lor heads of such 
a size as this skull, they would be 
from sixty to seventy feet talL Al- 
though the original Channel Islanders 
were large men, jtot many exceeded 
e-tenfh of "that -size.;

'association had promised to sell to- 
bacco, and that it has done. so, that it 
would ' buy or lease receiving plants 
throughout the South, and that it had 
done, this affording a. place in nearly 
every market town where • tke mem- 
bers could bring their tobacco. 
The 
association also, he said had in accord- 
ance with its pledge provided for a 
standardized grading system which is 
so successful that the warehousemen 
are now emulating it. The associa- 
tion, he continued, had further prom- 
ised to sell tobacco and this It has 
don?. Mr. Sapiro claimed that a large 
part of the South Carolina crop has 
•already; been sold and that the first 
sales averaged three cents per pound 
more than the average paid on the 
auction floors and that this figure was 
increasing: 
In dealing with the financial aspects 


of the association, the attorney said 
that forty-eight hours after the gov- 
ernmen bad been approached for a 
loan, the association bad secured $30.- 
000,000 and that this had had a bene- 
ficial effect on the local banks which 
were prepared to put up money.

Sept. 14.—Tte 
kingdom that "died" but never was 
conquered; the kingdom with 
the 
smallest standing army on record, 
three men, the kingdom of Nualolo, 
behind its walls of mountain and surf 
in an almost forgotten corner of the 
Island of Kauai, is being ~"rediseov- 
ered " 
This ancient domain, the only port 
of Hawaii which King Kamehameha 
the Great could not bring under his 
scepter when he routed all other riv- 
als in battle and united the islands, 
has been reopened 
A rope ladder 
once again dangles from the Nual- 
olo cliffs in the identical place fas- 
tened through the same holes cut in 
the rocks by the Hawaiian warriors 
of long ago 


The kingdom of Nualolo is on the 
northwest coast of the 
Island 
of 
Kauai of the Hawaiian group, in the 
heart of a. wonderful precipice sec- 
tion whici rises abruptly from the 
sea in almost 
perpendicular .cliffs 
from 2,500 to more than 4,000 feet 
in height. It comprises nine valleys, 
tore* large and six small, each end- 
ing at the sea in a precipice. 
There are only three practicable 
ways of getting into this old domain. 
One is by a. dangerous trail upward 
from the ocean front, a second is by

Only one ene- 
my at a time could climb the trail 
and in case of attack the guard drop- 
ped a stons on the head of each ene- 
my as he appeared from below, or 
smashed his fingers with a rock as 
they clutched the overhanging ledge 
"At Nualolo, where the trail is up 
a ladder, one guard was stationed at 
the top of th» ladder with a stone 
axe. As each hostile head appeared 
the axe came into play. 


"On the Kamaile trail from above 
on the land side, a guard with a pole 
waited with a niche in the cliff out 
of sight of the approaching enemy. 
When the latter came within reach 
along the narrow pathway the guard 
would give him a shove with the 
pole and a 2,000 foot drop did the 
rest" 
,

Locked behind their barriers of 
towering mountains and 
pounding 
surf, the people of Nualolo develop- 
ed a system of agricultural irrigation 
which remain to this day as a tribute 
to their industry and 
engineering 
ability. 


According to Dr. H. F. Gregory, of 
the Bishop Museum, Honolulu, no 
finer irrigation system ever has been 
worked jjut by the Hawaiians than 
that of the ancient valley kingdom. 
E\-ery available foot of

"In mechanics and electricity, great 
progress has been made, but, as every 
4Clentist knows, it is hardly a begin- 
glng", says Burbank, in comparing 
mechanical and plant knowledge. . 


After .sixty years of plant breeding- 


he enunciates the principle "plants 
ftre pliable and amenable to the will 
t>i man, but this has never been sur- 
mised by the general public until the 
last twenty-five years.'1 


Agriculturists a few years ago re- 


ported-to Burbank that the tall stalks 
an which sunflowers grew made it un- 
handy to harvest the seeds.

Bill In Harding'* 
Hands This Week

14—A sec- 
ond agi cement on the administration 
tariff bill WJ.K reached tonight by the 
Itcpubllcan conferees and it was the 
hope of rnajorJtv leadeis In tho House 
and Senate to have the measure ready 
for I'rcxldont Harding by the end of 
this week or early In the next week 
In accord with the expressed di- 
rections of tho House, the conferee* 
eliminated the dye embargo licensing 
provision, which they previously had 
reinserted irit> the bill, and the 1 1-2 
cents a pound duty on potash.

creased the rates proposed on dyes 
and synthetic chemicals and medi- 
cines, the products of coal tar. 
Foi the first two year», the duties 


will be 7 cents a pound and 55 per 
cent, ad -valorem on intermediates and 
7 cents a pound and sixty per cent, on 
the finished products, while after two 
years they would be ,1 cents a pound 
and forty per cent, on the inter- 
mediates and 7 cents a pound and 47 
per cent on the finished product. In 
Jill cases the ad valorems would be 
based on American valuation, that Is 
the -wholesale sellini jyic.e in the Am- 
erican market.

I am 
going to stay at horn* next cummer," 
a tired, ralddleaged American woman 
exclaimed after she had finished the 
throe-hour endurance test necessary 
to work through the customs and paas- 
l>ort control at Bentheim. Germany,

"I am used to traveling. 
I know 


enough German and French to take 
care of language difficulties, but this 
post-war passport and customs busi- 
ness is too much for me." the woman 
continued 
"I have been in Italy, 
Jugoslavia. Austria, 
Czechoslovakia. 
Bavaria. France and Germany since 
May. and mv nerves are all frayed 
out by border annoyances 
Travel In 
Europe isn't pleasure any more. It's 
an endless chase for visas and police 
paper* and a. battle royal with border 
officials, usually at three o'clock in 
the morning, and this vear it has gen- 
erally been in the rain " 
The Benthcini and Oldenzaal fron- 
tier is neither an> worse nor any bet- 
ter than most of the other crossings 
Into Germany Travelers to and from 
Denmark. Switzerland. Poland, France 
and Czechoslovakia, have much the 
same struggle that takes place dally 
on this border 
Belgium is the only 
country in Western Europe which has 
waived all passport regulation* and is 
apparently striving to make the life of 
tourists easier. 


So a description of this American 
woman's experience in making her 
way from Germany into Holland is 
typical of what travelers encounter at 
nearly every boundary and boundar- 
ies have been created with amazing 
speed since the 
world was last in 
peace. 


To begin with, this American wo- 
man put in half a day in Berlin check- 
ing herself out with the police, and 
obtaining a Dutch visa, and she had 
to do this personally. It was not pos.- 
sible to have a commissioner fr/jrn the 
hotel attend to these formalities. Al- 
so «he had U> delay her departure for 
two rlajs because it was impossible to 
get sleeping accommodations, and if 
she had taken a day train the strug- 
gle with customs and passport control 
would have been at night an ordeal 
which experience in Southern Europe 
had taught her to avoid if possible.

were ordered out of the .train

Then 
they admitted their handluggage to 
examiners and were passed one by 
one through a closed booth where in- 
spectors asked them how much mon- 
ey they had. In some cases they made 
personal search of the

Passengers then opened their chacked 
luggage which was all unloaded in the 
station 
Th-ey 
were 
then 
passed 
through another control to make sure 
that their hand luggage all bore in- 
spectors' stamps and were permitted 
to enter a crowded 
waiting 
room 


where there were not seats enough for 
o;jetenth of the travelers. 
After a 
j of nearly two hours, and^lengthy 
discuss.ons with v omen who were 
charged with having purchased new 
wealing apffrarel in Gerrnanv, all the 
passengers for the Dutch train were 
admitted into the stifling- 
waiting 
loom 
The doors were then thrown 


and the passengers allowed to 
reenter the tram. 


Fifteen minutes away, at this place, 
the penormance was much the same 
Again all the luggage and passengers 
were- unloaded and queues 
moved 


•slowly through the customs station 
Dutch passport officials examine pas- 
sengeVs papers on the t-ains dnd save

It is even said 
that a price was put upon his head, 
and that when the German armies 
first overran France he escaped from 
one gate of the park surrounding his 
chateau near Pontoise (once a gift 
from Leopold of Belgium to. the Ba-

incident I had in mind concerns a 
journey he made on a neutral ship 
which was overhauled bv a U-boat 
A boarding detachment from the 
submarine made a. thorough search 
of the ship, and in Zaharoff's cabin 
found a man hiding under the bunk 
Quickly a sack was thrown over his 
head he was bound hand and foot, 
and, thus securely trussed, was borne 
in triumph to the U-boat

Barclay Bank in Lotion, stockholder 
in numerous steamship lines grain 
elevators and theaters, the owner of 
van properties In the Near East, and 
half owner of the Monte Carlo Casi- 
no, aside from his important munit- 
ions interests 
It seems certain that 
he was back of the formation, in 
1920, of an Ang'o-French oil group, 
as ha had been the mainspring in the 
Anglo-Persian group a short while 
before, and tha the is the energizing 
power behind the construction of 
huge storage''plants and re£nenes in 
French ports, to be used in compe- 
tition with the Dutch Shell and Stan- 
dard Oil groups. 
Sir Basil's special Interest In the 
Near East is explained in some quar- 
ters on the ground of his jrreat fond- 
ness for the land of his mother's 
birth. His gifts to Greece have been 
munificent. 
During the Balkan war 
he is said to have donated an allow- 
ance of $2,500 000 a year, and dur- 
ing the World "War of half that sum, 
and he Is known to have donated a 
huge radio station at Venice costing 
J 5 00.000. H« paid for new legations 
in European capitals, lest his be- 
loved motherland seem 
shabby to 
strangers, and provides for their up- 
keep. 
He is credited with having 
financed the rise~of Venizelos to pow- 
er, and to have assisted him more 


than,jjnce In crisis during the World 
War. ,

It is possible that Mr. Herbert 
knows more about Sir Basil, or has 
heard jnor» from origfln^l sources 
not easily tapped, than his questions 
ind.cate. He is a Coalition Unionist 
in the House, representing Toerille 
in Somerset, but befor0 the war he 
traveled extensively In the Near East, 
and he bad served In the diplomatic 
service at Constantinople. He may 
have learned a good deal there about 
Zaharoff. the "millionaire of mys- 
tery." as he was called even in those 
days

Herbert's Picturesque Career 


Aubrey 
Nigel 
Henry 
Herbert, to give his full name, is the 
second son of the fourth Earl of 
Carn&rvon, and is in his earlj forties 
He was educated at Eton and Ox- 
ford, and then entered the diplomat- 
ic service, sen ing at Tokio before he 
went to Constantinople 
His traiels 
ha\e included the Far East as well 
as Turkey Macedonia the Balkans 
and Yemen 
At the outset of the 
war he became a Lieutenant of the 
Irish Guards, was v ounded and tak- 
en prisoner, escaped, and became, in 
December, 1924, a Captain in the 
General Staff with the Mediterran- 
ean forces, served in 
Egypt, 
and 
later took part in the disastrous first 
landing at the Dardanelles, served 
as a Lieutenant Colonel in the Adria- 
tic mission a year later, then in Mac- 
edonia at Saloniki and in Ital>. He 
has written verses and a book of 
travel, and is known in London as a 
clubman and man about town 


Around these two men, one a pic- 
tmesque soldier, literateur and l^g^s- 
lator, whose everj act seems an open 
book, the other a man'pulator and 
financier of occult power, who has 
managed to escape ivith almost un- 
canny agility the glare of the pub- 
licity spotlight, centers the fight to 
tear apart the elements of secrecy 
with which Sir Basil has wrapped 
himself. 


It is just possible, although Euro- 
pean newspaper correspondents scout 
the notion, that Sir Basil's fondness, 
for mastery is but an 
eccentricity.

the settlement of the railroad strike 
can .react fully' upon national busi- 
ness conditions. 
Secretary Hoover took the view that 
although the country is now undoub- 
tedly better off than it was a year ago 
it will probably be six months before 
a high plane of prosperity is attain- 
ed, while Secretary Mellon although 
considering the business outlook "very 
good" recognized as forestalling im- 
mediate commercial expension the 
limitations Imposed upon transpor- 
tation facilitates by car shortage and 
possible inadequate labor supply. 
The greatest losses as a result of 
the strike would be borne by the far- 
mers, according to an analysis of the

In contrast with the views of his 
two cabinet associates, however, Sec- 
retary Davis of the labor department, 
was positive that settlement of

Reports today to the labor depart- 
ment from its representatives in Chi-^ 
cago brought additional details of thu, 
scope to which the partial settlement | 
of the rail strike was expected to ex-' 
tend.

"The greatest loss today is the one 
being met by the farmer as a result 
of the railway strike. The export of 
farm produce has been seriously in- 
terfered with by the inability of the 
railways to transport produce. Prices 
are therefore unduly depressed In the 
agricultural regions. 
"The inability to transport manu- 
factured products will create some 
degree of loss but not so serious as 
that to agriculture. 
"There are other looses that must

IN SPITE OF OBVIOUS DRAWBACK! 


LOXDOX. Sept. 14—One of the most 
'trying "tiiinfcs; the aeronautical stn- 
dpnt has to bear IE the circulation oI 
reports and opinions -he' knows are 
absurd. It-is almost impbsibl« to keep 
check on thfm. or overtake them. Ap- 
parently in sdaie quarters it Is a firm 
conviction that no.mateer/how ridi- 
culous or. merely sensational a state- 
ment may be, provided the subject b.e 
aeronautical, it .will, be acceptable to 
an undiscriminating public. 


'Mere ignorance is responsible for 


a great deal; but reports also are 
made to. serve political purposes. As 
to the latter, there is evidence - that 
the public Is beginning to tire 6f the 
bogey—and it-certainly-is* a bogey at 
the present time—of imminent dan- 
ger of aerial invasion from the con- 
tinent of Europe. The growth .of the 
United States' air-forces has even been 
mentioned as occasion .for alarm! 


There is. .of course, in some quar- 


ters a sincere belief that Great Britain 
has. neglected essential precautions. 
But the government, by refusing to be 
harried into taking panic -measures, is 
beginning to reap, .the reward of a 
general recognition that at the pres- 
ent-time th,e wise course Js to lay foun- 
dations and to avert the'completemin 
of the aircraft industry. 


One could write at great length, tak- 


ing misstatement. after.misatatement 
and disproving them, but two or three 
of the more.glaring instances will suf- 
tlc-. Before coming to htem. however 
it may be stated that the political side 
of the agitation has been largely to 
sectional service interests and that-it 
is necessary to clear one's thought of 
all confusing issues before attempting 
a calm consideration of facts.
